THE MONOPOLY QUASHED. 
Our farmers will read with de- 


light the following important an- 
nouncement which was issued last 
Friday by Manager Whyte, of the 
Western Division of the C.P.R.:— 

“ Commencing with this year’s crop the 
Canadian Pacific Railway company will 
furnish cars to producers of grain to be 
loaded direct from wagons or teams, pro 
vided there be no unreasonable delay about 
joading the cars. W. Wuytr, Manager.” 

This is the point the farmers have 
been fighting for. Had it been 
conceded last fall, when the ele- 
vator men began to bleed their 
patrons, it would have put a stop 
to such wholesale robbery and sav- 
ed the country from a very un- 
desirable advertisement. But now 
that it has been granted we hope 
that the necessity for it will cease, 
and that the farmers will receive 
such treatment at the hands of the 
elevator men that loading direct 
will be found unprofitable. 


ILLUSTRATING STATIONS. 

According to statements made by 
Professor Robertson when in the 
West last month, it is evident that 
the Minister of Agriculture has de- 
cided to adopt the Professor's plan 
for establishing stations for illus- 
trating—in a way to reach as near- 
ly as possible every farmer—im- 
proved methods and results of 
experiments in the science of agri- 
culture. The scheme is to establish 
an illustrating station at every 
butter factory in the North-West. 
This will be a sinall field, not neces- 
sarily many acres, which will be 
utilized to illustrate the growth of 
different kinds of cereals, roots, etc. 
Several varieties of wheat in 
separate strips or patches side by 
side will be sown. The grain will 
be sown on the same day and on 
virtually the same soil so that the 
progress of growth under the same 
conditions may be noted. The 
yield also of each variety may be 
noted so that farmers will have a 
real object lesson as to which _par- 
ticular kind of seed grain may be 
best to choose. The name of each 
kind of grain will be conspicuously 
posted up opposite each growing 
strip or patch and thus the 
adaptability or suitability of each 
variety of grain for the particular 
soil and season can be learned. The 
game will ke done with oats and 
other cereals.

CANADA'S GROWTH. 

The Mail and Empire quotes the 
following statistics of the growth 
of the Dounnionsince Confederation. 
compiled by Mr. Frank Yeigh, as of 
interest on the thirtieth anniversary 


The Dominion of Canada is thirty 
years old. The 30th of June ended 
the first three decades of Jonfedera- 
tion. 

Canada’s area is three and a half 
million square miles—one-twelfth 
of the land area of the world. Over 
a million square miles are yet un- 
explored, Twenty-eight United 
Kingdoms and sixteen Germany’s 
could be placed within its bound- 
aries. Excluding Alaska it is 
larger than the United States. It 
is nearly double Britain’s Indian 
possessions, and larger than the 
Australian colonies. It is large 
enough to provide each member of 
its population with one and a 
quarter square miles. 

Prince Edward Island is the baby 
province—2,000 square miles; Brit- 
ish Columbia is the largest—382,000 
square miles, with a 7,000 mile 
coast line. Canada has a 13,000 
nile coast line. 

Canada has a waterway of 2,384 
miles from the St. Lawrence to the 
head of Lake Superior—one of: the 
longest continuous stretches of in- 
land navigation in the world. ~ 

Canada has a population of over 
tive millions. 

Canadians are a home grown 
people. Four of the five millions 
(86 per cent.) are Canadian born ; 
half a million (10 per cent.) were 
born under the British flag ; only 

157,000 (3 per cent.) were foreign 
born. 

Canada has 100,000 Indians— 
41,000 Protestants, 42,000 Roman 
Catholics, 17,000 pagans. 10,000 
Indian children are being educated 
in 285 schools, aided by the _Gov- 
ernment with $300,000 a year. 

Nearly 2,000,000 (41 per cent.) 
are Roman Catholics, 785,000 (17 
per cent.) Methodists, 750,000 (15 
per cent.) Presbyterians, 650,000 (13 
per cent.) Church of England. 

Canada has one andaquartermil- 
lion square milesof forest. Her forest 
production per last census was 
eighty million. Nearly 75 per 
cent. of British Columbia and 50 
per cent of Ontario is woodland. 

Canada’s agricultural exports 
have reached $50,000,000. Cheese 
alone amounted to nearly $15,000,- 
000, supplying Great Britain with 
two-thirds of all the cheese she im- 
ports. Canada _ produced sixty 
million bushels of wheat in 1897. 
She has the largest wheat field in 
the world—900 miles long, 300 
miles wide. Acres of Jand under 
cultivation in Canada, 28,000,000. 
Canada produced about _ fifteen 
bushels of wheat per acre in 1897. 
Forty-tive per cent. of Canadians 
are engaged in agricultural pursuits. 
Agricultural exports in 1868, $20,- 
000,000 ; in 1897, $50,000,000. 

Canada’s fisheries yield her $20,- 
000,000 a year. They employ 70,000 
men. The plant is now worth 310,- 
000,000. Nova Scotia comes first 
as a fishery province, New  Bruns- 
wick second, British 
third. 

Canada’s mines produced $30,- 
000,000 in 1897, viz.; Gold, $6,190,- 
000; silver, $3,332,000 ; copper, 
lead, and nickel, about a million 
and ahalf each; coal, $7,285,000 
(four million tons). Her coal bear- 
ing area is 100,000 square miles. 
Fifteen thousand miners all told 
are employed. — British Columbia 
has produced $60,000,000 of gold 
in forty years. Nova Scotia's forty 
mines have produced $12,000,000. 

Canada’s Yukon gold fields in- 
clude an area of 125,000 square 
miles. The estimated yield for 
98 is from ten to twenty millions. 
Canada’s total volume of trade 
has risen from $131,000,000 in 1867 
57,000,000 in 1897, Of this

acted with the United States and 
$106,000.000 with Great Britain.

Telegraph Pole For a Shop.

A SIMPLE BUT EFFECTIVE DESIGN FOR 
HOUSEHOLD DECORATORS. 


How a Plain Wooden Fedstead May Re 
Transformed Into a Distinguished Arti- 
ele—One Fashion In Which Embroidery 
Is Now Much Employed. 


If there is one device in particular of 
which decorative workers seem never 
to tire, it is that in which the pome- 
granate, more or less conventionalized, 
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EMBROIDERED DRAPERY AND SPREAD. 
fiays the principal part. The fruit has 
from very early days been a favorite 


for textiles and embroidery, symboliz- 


ing as it does royalty, dominion and 
The design is such 
that it can be used asa powdering or 
repeated to form one continuous border 
of any length required. 

Various objects suggest themselves as 


| suitable for this kind of decoration, and 
| diagonal cloth, serge, 


linen or satin 
sheeting may be the material adopted, 


| according to the purpose to be served. 


The pomegranate affords a valuable pat- 
tern ona bed hanging, especially if it 
takes the form of that shown in the cnt. 
Here the curtain hasa broad band acress 
the top, a narrow one running down the 
sides, and the powderings sprinkled in 
the usual formal way over the rest of 
the material. For this a flat lath should 
be provided and run through a hem at 
the top. Three or four rings at the back 
of this firm mount will enable the hang- 
ing to be attached tothe wall at the 


_ back of the bedstead at any height de- 


sired and permit of its being easily 
lifted off the nails or hooks and shaken 
out of doors when cleaning becomes 
necessary. 

The bedspread should match the cur- 
tain, but here the broad border should 
be carried all round the edge. The nar- 
row one might well be taken round the 
quilt, about eight or ten inches inside 
the other, and the powdering sprinkled 
portion thus inclosed. The
